ACT OF HUMBLE SUPPLICATION. 

O LORD JESU Christ, Son of the living God, 
Who, with arms outstretched upon the Cross, hast 
drained the cup of suffering for the salvation of all 
men, vouchsafe to grant unto me Thy help this day.

Yet, unmindful of so 
many blessings, I have often offended against Thy 
commandments, and have been guilty of many 
iniquities ; and when I should have amended my 
faults, I have added sins to sins, which vex and 
affiict and wound my grieving sbul. Behold, LORD, 
my wickednesses are gone over my head, and are 
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like a sore burden too heavy for me to bear. And 
unless Thou, Whose property is everto have mercy 
and to spare, wilt support me with the right hand of 
Thy Majesty, I shall be swallowed up in the depths 
of misery. Hear me, O LORD my GOD, rescue my 
soul, and save me for Thy mercies' sake. O Lord, 
pity me, and tum not away from me Thy face ; 
Thou, who for my redemption didst not tum away 
Thy face from those that reviled Thee. I confess 
that I have offended, and though repentance 
sufficeth not for satisfaction of sin, yet Thy mercy 
covereth every offence. I beseech Thee, most 
loving Lord, record not against me my froward- 
ness, and enter not into judgment with Thy servant, 
but, according to the greatness of Thy mercy, blot 
out mine offences. Thou, Lord, wouldest not the 
death of sinners, and delightest not in the condem- 
nation of the dying, yea, ratber Thou hast died that 
the dead might live. Thy death hath vanquished 
death for sinners, and in Thy death have they 
found life. I beseech Thee, Lord, that by Thy 
life I may escape from death. Stretch out Thine 
hand from on high, and save me from the hand of 
my enemies. Sheltering under the shadow of Thy 
pity, I hasten to the throne of Thy grace, seeking 
pardon, crying and knocking until Thou have 
mercyupon me. Wherefore, O Jesu, arise, help 
me, and say unto my soul, I am Thy salvation. 
AU my trust, O Lord, I put in Thy mercy, and as 
Thou teachest me to be found asking, and seeking, 
and knocking, so, admonished by Thy ^Vord, I ask, 
and seek, and knock.

And now again 
we exhort you, in the Name of our LORD JESUS 
Christ, that you have in remembrance, into how 
high a Dignity, and to how weighty an Office and 
Charge ye are called : that is to say, to be Messen- 
gers, Watchmen, and Stewards of the Lord ; to 
teach, and to premonish, to feed and provide for 
the Lord's family ; to seek for Christ's sheep that 
are dispersed abroad, and for His children who are 
in the midst of this naughty world, that they may 
be saved through Christ for even 

." Have always therefore printed in your remem- 
brance, how great a treasure is committed to your 
charge. For they are the sheep of Christ, which 
He bought with His death, and for whom He shed 
His blood. The Church and Congregation whom 
you must serve, is His Spouse, and His Body. 
And if it shall happen the same Church, or any 
Member thereof, to take any hurt or hindrance by 
reason of your negligence, ye know the greatness 
of the fault, and also the horrible punishment that 
will ensue. Wherefore consider with yourselves 
the end of your Ministry towards the children of 
GoD, towards the Spouse and Body of Christ ; 
and see that you never cease your labouri your care 
and dihgence, until you have done all that lieth in 
you, according to your bounden duty, to bring all 
such as are or shall be committed to your charge, 
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unto that agreement in the faith and knowledge of 
GOD, and to that ripeness and perfectness of age in 
Christ, that there be no place left among you, 
either for error in religion, or for viciousness in 
life. 

" Forasmuch then ^s your Office is both of so great 
excellency, and so great difficulty, ye see with how 
great care and study ye ought to apply yourselves, 
as well that ye may shew yourselves dutiful and 
thankful unto that LORD, who hath placed you in so 
high a Dignity ; as also to beware, that neither you 
yourselves offend, nor be occasion that others 
offend. Howbeit, ye cannot have a mind and will 
thereto of yourselves ; for that will and ability is 
given of GOD alone : therefore ye ought, and have 
need, to pray earnestly for His Holy Spirit. And 
seeing that you cannot by any other means compass 
the doing of so weighty a work, pertaining to the 
salvation of man, but with doctrine and exhortation 
taken out of the Holy Scriptures, and with a life 
agreeable to the same ; consider how studious ye 
ought to be in reading and learning the Scriptures, 
and in framing the manners both of yourselves, 
and of them that specially pertain unto you, accord- 
ing to the rule of the same Scriptures : and for this 
self-same cause, how ye ought to forsake and set 
aside (as much as you may) all worldly cares and 
studies. 

" We have good hope that you have well weighed 
and pondered these things with yourselves long be-

THE PRIESTLY LIFE. 

Address to the Pasioral Order by the Archbishop oj 
York. 

ThefoUowing is ihe substance ofthe Archbishofs 
Address^ delivered at the Re-union of the Members 
on the Tuesday in Whitsun IVeek, 1896, on the sub- 
ject ofthe '' Priestly LifeP 

The life of the Priest is a subject as wide in 
scope and as momentous in its issues as his office 
or his work. Further, they are inseparable, and 
will depend one on the other. Certainly the work 
on the life. It is not so with secular professions. 
A man may be an excellent lawyer, or soldier, or 
doctor, whatever the character of his moral life. 
His life does not directly or necessarily afFect his 
work. But the life of the Priest is really part of 
his work. He is to live Christ as well as to preach 
Christ. His life is to be a witness for Christ. Of 
all his sermons his life will be the most eloquent, 
the most intelligible, and the most influential. His 
people will be more affected by what he is than by 
what he does. And this infiuence is not only 
occasional like his sermons or his visits, but it is 
continuous. To us then — to the Priests in the 
Church of GOD — the words of S. Peter have a 
special application and a peculiar force : '^ What 
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manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy con- 
versation and godliness 1 " 

The life of the Priest, like the love of his Mafiter, 
may be regarded as fourfold in its dimensions. It 
must have breadth and length, and depth and 
height. 

Its breadth lies in culture and Catholic sympathy. 

Its length in patient perseverance and onward 
progress. 

Its dej)th in thoroughness and absolute sincerity. 

Its height in heavenly-mindedness and in holy 
joy. 

I. When I speak of culture I use the word in its 
largest and highest sense, the enlightenment and 
refinement which springs from widespread know- 
ledge of all that is best and noblest in nature, in 
man, and in GOD. Such knowledge not only ex- 
pands and elevates the mind, but it refines and 
purifies the heart. It enlarges t)ur sympathy with 
all that is good and beautiful, and makes us quick 
to discem and to appreciate what is best and 
highest wherever it may be found. The well-known 
words of S. Paul in his Epistle to the Philippians 
are an exhortation to high culture (Phil. iv. 8). 
And it is of the cultured mind and heart that the 
poet speaks when he says, '* we needs must love 
the highest when we see it." But this culture goes 
further still. It leads us not only to admire the 
good when found, but more and more to desire to 
find it ; and thus begets and develops in us large 
and loving views of all our fellow-men, and trains 
us to approach them in the spirit of faith and love. 
Next to the grace of GOD, it is this Catholic 
sympathy and loving spirit which enables us as the 
Priests of GOD to detect, and to rejoice in detecting, 
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whatever element or tmce of good may lie beneath 
the surface of natures unpromising or even re- 
pulsive. But it finds its highest attainment in the 
power, not only to discover but to evoke whatever 
good there may be in any soul with whom we are 
brought in contact. There are those — we may our- 
selves have known them — those in whose presence, 
in whose society, men seem to be elevated above 
their proper selves, and, as it were, transfigured in 
the light of a nobler nature. Such a power as 
this, wherever attained, is of inestimable value to 
the parish priest in forming a true estimate of any 
one of his fiock to whom he is called to minister, in 
whatever rank of life they may be found. For our 
greatest hope in dealing with any soul is to dis- 
cover whatever there is of good and true, and there 
to take our stand. Then we find ourselves on 
common ground however limited the area may be. 
It may not as yet be wide enough to build a temple 
for the LORD, but there may be room at least to 
plant the ladder on which the angels of GoD ascend 
with prayers and longings, and come down with 
gifts and blessings upon the hungering and thirsty 
soul. There is nothing in us more powerful or 
more beautiful, nothing more like to GOD Himself, 
than this capacity to awaken and elicit the good 
that is in others, to detect the lingering spark in 
the smoking flax and to fan it into flame. And it 
is rooted and grounded in love. Love is the great 
revealer of all good. It is easy to detect the faults 
and weakness of others, easy to expose and de- 
nounce. This is the work of the hd^elkts — the 
accuser. But to discover and to bring forth good, 
this is of GOD, and in doing God's work it is a 
mighty and blessed power. Let us pray for it and 
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long for it, if we woiild be wise in discerning of 
spirits and happy in winning souls. 

2. But the character and the life of the Priest 
must have its length as well as breadth. It is here 
where many lives fail, not from want of energy, but 
from lack of stedfastness and patience. Too how 
many a Priest, as years roll on, might S. Paul 
address the reproof which he wrote to the Gala- 
tians : " Ye did run well, what did hinder you ? " 
We made a good start at the beginning of t>ur 
course— we were diligent in the visitation of our 
people — earnest in our exhortations — faithful in our 
reproofs. But our words seemed of little avail — 
the sufFerers or the sinners remained unchanged. 
It was all sowing and no reaping. The work lost 
its novelty, and began to lose its charm. We be- 
came weary in well doing. We were not content 
to labouron, waiting God's time. '* There is often 
a heavenly power in silent watting." " Oftmals in 
stiller Wartung es liegt eine himmlische Kraft*" 

We had not leamed the patience of the good 
Shepherd who goeth up after his lost sheep until 
He find it. Disappointment deadened our zeal 
and enfeebled our steps. At such times we are 
tempted to say with the prophet : "I have laboured 
in vain, I have spent my strength for nought.'* 
We forget that he adds : " Yet surely my judgment 
is with the Lord and my recompense with my 
GOD.*' We forget the promise spoken to every 
true servant of GOD : " Be thou faithful unto death, 
and I will give thee a crown of life." S. Augustine 
has said : " Fortia agere Romanum est : fortia 
pati Christianum." It needs much faith and much 
love to bear the trials of the Priestly life. It 
needs the brave vv-cfi»*^ of which so much is said 
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by S. Peter, S. Paul, and S. James. It needs 
to have that mind in us which was in Christ ; to 
take His yoke upon us and leam of Him. T«f 
X,vyU M»i/ — for who, so truly as He, endured the 
contradiction of sinners ? who so experienced the 
backwardness, the wilfulness, the enmity and the 
scom of those to whom He ministered, and for 
whom He laid down His life? Who ever knew 
so well the need of patience and long-sufFering in 
His pastoral life ? "It is enough that the scholar 
be as his Teacher, and the servant as his Master." 

And with perseverance there will be progress 
too ; not only in the character of the Priest himself 
but in the spirit of his work : an ever-deepening 
sense of the value of each individual soul among 
those committed to his charge ; a more eamest 
watchfulness for opportunities of speech or action — 
the ^^mollia tempora fandV^ — the open doors lo 
which the providence of GOD invites us ; a growing 
faithfulness in that which is least as well as in that 
which is much ; a stedfast growth in the " spirit of 
power and of love, and of a sound mind.'' 

3. But the Priestly life needs depth as well as 
breadth and length. There are shallow lives and 
characters even in the ranks of the Priesthood. 
There is good disposition but no intensity of pur- 
pose. The life is formally offered to GOD, but not 
consecrated to His service. Duties are faithfully 
performed, but the heart is not enlisted in the work. 
There is diligence but no devotion. Life has no 
depth — no deep foundation — no deep convictions — 
no deep desires. It rests on nothing deeper than a 
mere liking for ministerial work, an interest in 
theological questions, or a preference for ecclesias- 
tical surroundings. It is not rooted and groiinded 
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in love. It is not constrained by Christ^S love to 
uSi — it is not fired by our love to Him. There is 
no strength in our faith — no thoroughness in our 
life. It is shallow and feeble, and colourless. 
Such lives have no root in themselves. They lack 
freshness and growth. 

The foundations of the Priestly life must be laid 
deep : not in the superficial soil of emotional 
experience, of literary leisure, or of social advant-* 
age ; but on the Rock of conscious union with the 
Inqamate GOD, and in the strength of His indwell- 
ing Presence, sustained by a living faith in the 
Divine Commission : " As my Father hath sent 
rae even so send I you." 

4. But above all, the lifip of the Priest must have 
height. More than all other men his life must be 
hid with Christ in GOD. It is with Christ he 
works ; it is in GOD he rests. Already in heart 
and mind he ascends whhher our Saviour Christ 
has gone before. While living in the world he 
hves above the world. He is not consumed by 
those earthly cares and desires which as St. 
Bernard speaks are only " afflictio spiritus, eviscer- 
atio mentis, evacuatio gratiae." Where his treasure 
is there is his heart also. It is in a higher atmo- 
sphere than other men that he lives and breathes. 
Not that he holds himself above them, or lives 
apart from them. He is no recluse, — he is only 
inwardly ascetic. He mingles freely with his 
fellowmen. He rejoices with them that rejoice, 
he weeps with those that weep. Like his Master 
he sits at the marriage feast, like his Master he 
weeps at the grave. He is not neglectful of secular 
things — but he is not ensnared by them. 

" Mihi res, non me rebus subjuugere conor." 
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The springs of his life are not in earthly joys or 
earthly motives, but in the presence of GOD ; in the 
secret of His tabemacle — hidden from the strife of 
tongues. In such a life there is an inner calm 
which often shows itself in outward and visible 
signs. There is a gentleness which is full of power, 
as has been happily said by Pere Gratry : *' Qu* est 
ce que la douceur ? c'est la pl6nitude de la force." 
St. Ambrose exhorts the priest to seek for " tran- 
quillitas morum.*' It cannot be put on from with- 
out. It must spring from within. It may be con- 
sistent with much cheerfulness and brightness, with 
quiet humour and sober mirth. But its great 
characteristic is a heavenward elevation and a holy 
calm. It soars above the glitter and turmoil of the 
earth. It towers above the waves and storms of 
this troublesome world. It realises the picture 
drawn by Goldsmith of the village Pastor : — 

" As some tall cliff tbat lifts its awful form, 
Swells from the vale and mldway leaves the storm ; 
Though round its breast the rolling clouds are spread, 
Eternal sunshlne settles on its head." 

The life of the Priest ought to be a spiritual life 
of the highest attainment, the highest Christian 
life. It is his calling and his responsibility to show 
in himself the power of that gospel which he 
preaches, and that grace which he administers. 
What every Christian ought to be, that he is bound 
to be in the most perfect manner and measure. 

And lastly, this elevation of the priestly life in its 
heavenward height, finds its centre and its climax 
in the great High Priest Himself. As our Priest- 
hood is only His— our work only the continuation 
of His work — so does our life find at once its 
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pattem and its perfectness in Jesus Christ Him- 
self. So He speaks to us in our Gospel for to-day, 
" I am the Good Shepherd "— the beautiful Shepherd 
— votfAftf »a\es — ^not only ^Uettos or dyet^es but m\os. 
And this beautiful goodness of the chief Pastor 
must be reflected and reproduced in every pastoral 
life. It is a high standard which He sets before us 
— but even if His sheep hear His voice and foUow 
Him, how much more His shepherds ? At what a 
distance and with how little heart do many of us 
seek to foUow the blessed steps of His most holy 
life ! Yet it is in this that the truest elevation of 
Priestly Life is found ; not in high position, not in 
high attainments, not in the high esteem of admir- 
ing congregations, nor in high claims of spiritual 
power: but in upward longings, in heavenward 
aspirations, and the fervour of holy desire; in 
deepening love and growinp^ likeness to the beauti- 
ful Shepiherd, and in " looking for and hasting unto 
the coming of the Day of GOD." 



The Benedictine Employment of time was to 
divide it between — 

Labor— Lectio— Opus Dei. 
Thus, at sunrise, Mattins : then, four hours of 
labour, followed by two hours of reading, dinner, 
and private reading till 2.30 : then, worship, and 
more labour until Vespers. The fundamental 
principle of the Benedictine rule was obedience. 
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To this were subjoined those of poverty and 
chastity, Its prologue ran thus : — ^Ausculta, O fili, 
prsBcepta Magistri, et inclina aurem cordis tui : et 
admonitionem pii Patris libenter excipe, et efficaciter 
comple; ut ad Eum per obedientisB laborem redeas, 
a guo per inobedientiae desidiam recesseras.

And the remedy given is — Vacare Considerationi. 
Get time for meditation. 

In this the great theologian of the twelfth century, 
and the great scientist of the nineteenth century 
were agreed, for Charles Darwin also said, " Culti- 
vate meditation.*'
